GENERAL GRANT'S CONDITION, 


His Zhroat in Metter Condition—An [n- 
quiry from Qleveland. 

New Yorx, April 13.—General Grant slept 

in his chair from midnight until 6:30 a. m. 


Hewas disturbed cceasionally by attacks of * 


coughing with expectoration. He awoke ex- 
pressing himself as feeling quite comfortable. 
lie has just taken his nourishment without 
pain and is resting quietly. Pulse 72, tem- 
peréture hormai. 

Senator Chaffee left the house at 9:15 a.m. 
He stated that the disease is spreading. The 


senator was with the general for en hour. 

There was come pain this morning. attend- 
ing the taking of food. The cancer in the 
throat was supperating. The general seemed 
no weaker than yesterday and during the 
hour of the senators’ call the patient coughed 
only once, and then the expectoration of mu- 
cus wes accomplished without difficulty. As 
long as the general was nourished as now, the 
senator believed he would survive until death 
resulted trom gradual course of cancerous 
disease. 

General Grant has somewhat improved in 
his general condifion since last bulletin. A 
slight soreness of the throat during the mora- 
ing was relieved by cocanine. The cough has 
become less troublesome. The patient walked 
without assistance to an adjoining reom and 
sat in the sunlight. Pulse and temperature 
unchanged. 

About 7:30 Colonel Grantand Jesse Grant 
left.the house in a leisurely manner, and there 
was nothing in their appearahce to indicate 
that the general’s. condition was in any way 
precarious. Colonel Fred Grant said that the 
general during the day had donesome writing 
and was then in a comiortable way. 

During yesterday Colonel Clayton Mc- 
Michael, marshal of the District of Columbia, 
called at the residence of General Grant. He 
had been sent by President Cleveland to tea- 
der the sympathy of the chief executive and 
to inquire atter the health of General Grant. 
The sick man’s condition was communicated 
to McMichael, and Colonel Grant requested 
that the president be thanked for the courtesy 
and consideration. Marshal. MeMichael did 
not see General Grant. 

General Badeau left the Grant residence 
about-nine o’clock. Hesaid: “General Grant 
is easier to-night than he has been for a week. 
He signed bis autograph to a number of pho- 
tographs. The indications are that he will 
pass a comfortable night.’ 

General Grant has been very comfortabie 
since the last bulletin. He seemed stronger 
during the afternoon, and walked from room 
toroom with a firmer step. He has just 
awoke from a two hour’s sleep and has taken 
nourishment. In reply to an inquiry he said 
he was notin pain. The accumulation of mu- 
eus has not disturbed him to-night.

JUDGE WYLIE RESIGNS. 


the Chief Bench of the District Open to an 
Applicant, 


Wasuinoton, April 13,—Justice Andrew 


Wylie, of the supreme court of the district of 


Columbia, called upon President Cleveland a 
few days ago and informed. him that he de- 
sired to resign from the bench and go upon 
the judiciary retired list at as early a period 
as might suit the president’s convenience to 
select his successor. It is understood that the 
president, after remarking that this intima- 
tion of Judge Wylie’s purpose was’ total sur- 
prise to him, expressed a high sense of the 
importance of the office, and requested the 
judge to delay the tender of his resignation 
until ample opportuntty shall have been af- 
forded to find the right man to fill the prospec- 
tive vacancy. Justice Wylie is now 71 years 
of age and has entered upon his 23d year of 
distinguished service as a member of this 
court. Heisstill in vigorous mental and phy- 
sical condition, but instead of indefinitely re- 
maining on the bench, prefers at this time to 
embrace his privilege of retiring on full pay in 
order to pive attention to his private interests. 
In the United States supreme court this 
evening the chief justice notiged the bar that 
the court will adjourn for the term on May 4, 
and will hear no arguments after April 24. 


A POINT IN LAWV 


Which Securesa Wife’s Estate Agaiot Her 
Husband’s Debts. 

Wasuincron, April 13.—A_ decision was 
rendered by the supreme courtof the United 
States to-day in the cass of Francis : Dodge et 
al.. appellants sgainst Thomas Knowles, 
which presents the question of ,the liability of 
a married woman for certain debts contracted 
by her husband, nominally as her trustee. 
The court holdsthat neither liability for the 
provisions supplied at the house where fthe 
husband, wife and children are living to- 
gether, nor the promissory note given by the 
husband describing himself as the trustee for 
the wife in payment for such supplies, can be 
charged in equity upon the wife’s separate es- 
tate, without clear proof that she contracted 
the debt in her own behalf, or intended to 
bind her estate forthe payment. The decree 
of the court below is reversed, and the case 
remanded with directions to dismiss the bill.

PEACE OR WAR? 


THE GREAT PROBLEM WHICH IS 
AGITATING EUROPE. 


Kemarofi’s Explanation Regarded as Evidence of 
Bussie’s Gad Faith-The 4gitation Tending 
Tewaerd War-The Frince of Wales in 
Ireland—Other News in Europe. 


Lonpon, April 15,—in St. Petersburg Gen- 
eral Komaroff is already called the conqueror 
ofthe Afghans. Every one is elated at his 
success, and cousider the affair a reverse for 
England. In Odersa, war between Russia and 
England is believed to be inevitable, sooner or 
laier. The Russians boast that the railway is 
being briekly pushed to Sarakho; that there 
are alreedy twenty thousand Russian troops 
onthe Afghan frontier, and that there are 
twenty thousand mecre at Samaread, which 
could be marched to Herat in two or three 
weeks. The only possible relianee on peace 
is in Gladstone’s pacific policy. 

Inetructions have been telegraphed from 
London to Sir Peter Lumsden to transmit to 
London, as quickly as possible, his report and 
thet of Captain Yates, of the conflict on Kushk 
river. At the various military and naval sta- 
tions preparations for war continue to be vigo- 
rously made. 

KOMAROFF AGAIN HEARD FROM, 

The St. Petersburg Official Messenger pub- 
lishes further communication from General 
Komaroff regarding the recent battle between 
the Russians and the Afghans on the Kushk 
river.. He asserts in this telegram that the 
mapacing attitude of the Afghans in advanc- 
ing eo closely to his lines and occupying sev- 
eral available positions, together with the re- 
futal ofthe Afghan commander to pay any 
attention to his protests, made him expect that 
the Afghans were contemplating a night at- 
tack on his lines. 

Mr. Gladstone in the house of commons this 
evening stated that the government, upon the 
receipt from Russia of General Komaroff’s ex- 
planation of the Penjdeh iatident, had tele- 
graphed to Sir Peter Lumsden for information 
as to the correctness of the Russian command- 
er’s justification of his conduct in attacking 
the Afghans. Mr. Gladstone also announced 
that the government had received a full report 
of the communications which had passed be- 
tween the Earl of Dufferin, British viceroy of 
India, and Abdurrahman Khan, ameer of 
Afghanistan, in the councils recently had be- 
tween them at Rawal Pindi. These commu- 
nications, the premier added, were entirely 
satiefactory to the government. Explaining 
the: delay of the government in reach- 
ing a final decision with Russia, 
Mr. Gladstone said the reports of the 
Russian officers who took part in the Penjdeh 
battle, and those of the English officers who 
witnessed the engagement, diflered so materi- 
ally in substance and effect that the govera- 
ment felt obliged to make an independent in- 
quiry. This was proceeding now, and the 
government . were doing everything in 
their power towards ascertaining the facts. 
Mr. Gladstone also stated that General Komar- 
off’s report of the recent battle between the 
Russians and the Afghans had been telegraph- 
ed to 8ir Peter Lumsden, but no reply had, 
es yet, been received fromthe British com- 
miseioner. The Russian premier, he 
admitted, had failed to answer the -metrizi 
parts of Engiand’s communication sent on the 
day of the receipt of the news of the battle. 

Mr. Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, conservative, 
asked ifthe government had been informed 
that the Russians had advanced to Meerghab 
river. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that the government 
hed not received any information of that 
exsct ' character. The gdvermmeat were 
aware, however, thatarvmior existed to the 
efiect thatthe Russians had made such an 
advance. Jn response to other inquiries, Mr. 
Gladstone said he expected tosoon receive 
further communications about General Ko- 
maroff. 

KOMAROFF’S EXPLANATION NOT SATISFACTORY. 

General Komarofi’s explanation is regarded 
as inadequate in official circles. The govern- 
ment bas ordered the transformation of the 
steamship Oregon into a man-of-war, instead 
of a troop ship, as at first intended. 

Sir Peter Lumsden has occupied a strong 
position at Tirpul. Heis believed now to be 
abie to prevent the Russians from attempting 
a coup de main in the direction of Herat. 

Earl'Granville, British foreign minister, 
immediately after the adjournment of to-day's 
cabinet meeting, had interviews with Fehmi 
Pasha, special envoy from Turkey, and Count 
Karolyi, Austrian ambassador. 

The French ministers at London, St. Peters- 
burg, Berlin and Vienna have been ordered to 
remain at their posts during the Afghan 
crisis. 

THE WAR BUDGET. 

In the house of commons to day the Marquis 
of Hartington, secretary of war, in moving a 
reply to. the queen’s message summoning the 
reserves, stated that he was unable at present 
to speak concerning military measures under 
consideration by the government because re- 
cent events had modified the views of the In- 
dian government concerning the numberof 
reinforcements required. He hoped to sub- 
mit to the commons a yole .of credit next 
Monday, when perhaps more might be said, 

Sir Stafford Northcote, conservative leader 
in the house of commons, gave notice that his 
party would not oppose a vote of credit. 

The German government has sent a circular 
toallthe Russian newspapers in Germany, 
forbidding them from publishing any but 
officigl reports concerning Afghan affairs. 

The Times, in an editorial says: General 
Komerofl makes no excuse for his fight. He 
admits he did not see the Afghans until near 
the bridge. This admission from such a@ source 
that the Afghans had not advanced is valua- 
ble. General Komaroff deliberately went in 
search of the Afghan intrenchment, 
sat down within easy shelling dis- 
tance, threw out an advance 
guard, to seize any undisputed convenient 

gition, and sentan ultimatum demanding 
that the Afghans evacuate their position. He 
then marched forward and made an attack, 
all the while laboring to maintain peace. 
General Komaroit! is certainly a humorist of 
the first quality. It isa fair inference that 
be never received orders not to advance. The 
{enor of the whole article is to the effect that 
wer iscertain. The Times congratulates the 
country upoy having enormous defensive re- 
sources, and upon the possession of loyal 
India.

A Teheran dispatch says that the battle at 
Pendjeh between the Russians and Afghans 
lasted an hour, and was of the most san- 
guinary character, The Afghan loss is now 
gtated to have been 900 killed. 

Tbe North German Gazette says Afghans and 
not the Russians are guilty of the recent col- 
lision, so that the whole tabric of the results of 
the alleged Russian deccit as built up by the 
London press falls to pieces. 

The Telegraph editorially remarks: ‘No 
diplomatic dalliance can now rescue De Giers 
and thefezar of Russia from their fighting 
generals,”’ 

With a few exceptions the press of London 
and the provinces, of all shades of political 
opinion, attack the tone and question the ac- 
curzcy of General Komaroff’s statement. They 
say it is doubtful if General Komaroff is the 
‘guthor of the dispatch. It is supposed that the 
Russtan minister of war shaped General 
Komaroff’s telegrams. In an interview with 
Eerl Granville to-day, Fehmi Pasha said the 
porte was unwilling to enter into an active al- 
siance with either England or Russia. 

it is paperies that Earl Granville es 
against the adoption ofa national policy, im- 
piying the closing of the Dardanelles to Eng- 
ish men-ol-war. The government has re- 
ceived a telegram from the English agent at 
Meshed, stating that it is rumored among the 
Afgbens that the Russians are at Marachok. 

THE RUSSIAN TROOPS ON THE MARCH, 

A Teheren dispatch says that news has 
been received trom Askabad to the effect that 
the Russian troops, tothe number of 45,000, 
were on. the march to Sarakhs. The first 
contingent, which was 12,000 strong in cav- 
alry, was timed to reach Sarakhs sometime 
during the first week in April. Tha troops 
were massing rapidly from all stations in 
Doghkestan at Baku. Ten thousand passed 
throvgh Tiflis during the last fortnight in 
March. 

Aiter the rising of the cabinet council this 
afternoon, Earl Granville, foreign secretary, 
sent along dispatch to Sir Edward Thornton 
British minister at St. Petersburg. The gov- 
ernment has received oflicial dispatches fully 
confirming the report of the Russian advance 
in jorce. 

AS VIEWED IN VIENNA. 

Vienna, April 13.—The Vienna government 
circles entertain very peaceful opinions about 
the Anglo- Russian dispute, The czar bas in- 
formed both the Vienna and the Berlin cabi- 
nets that he does not desire war. The English 
demand for the retirement of General Koma- 
roff’s forces from their present position will, 
however, not be acceded to, since it is evident 
that the advance of the Afghans was the prov- 
ocation leading to the recent attack. This 
view of the matter, held by the Russians, i3 
elsoheld by Austria and Germany. Both 
these powers must support the Russian gov 
ernment in this explanation of the recent bat- 
i. tle.

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THE IRISH IN REBELLION 


A LIVELY RECEPTION FOR TAE 
PRINCE IN MALLow. 


The Netionalists Take Possession of the Station 
From Which They are jDriven by Armed 
Porce—Thne Riot Taken up in Cork, 
and the Bxcitement Spreading. 


Loxpox, April 13.—A collision has taken 
piace in Ireland which sadly mars the pleasure 
of the visit of the prince of Wales. His royal 
highness, accompanied by the prince ex pect- 
ent and princess, left Dublin this morning for 
Mallow, whither they went as the guests of 
Lord Listowell. A number of nationalists, 
headed by three members of parliameht, were 
in the station. Their presence becoming no- 
ticcable, the constabulary, aided by the mili- 
lary, were called in, and with clubs and 


bayonets expelled the crowd and held them at 
bay until the prince had passed. A general 
riot ensued, which wastaken up in Cork. The 
tale is th us told in further dispatches: 

_The first dispatch states that there was a ter- 
rible row at Mallow Junction, county Cork, 
this afternoon, onthe arrival of the prince 
and princess of Wales from Dublin, on their 
way to visit the earl of Listowel at his seat at 
Connomore. A large crowd broke through 
the police lines and were driven 
back at the point of the 
bayonet, O’Brien, tedmond and 
Harripgton, Irish members of parliament, 
were in the crowd, and were badly mauled, 
Ever since the riot the government has mo- 
nopelized the telegraph wires, and no further 
details are obtainable, The news of the dis- 
turbance caused intense excitement in the 
house of commons. 

The principal organizer of the demonstra- 
tion against the prince of Wales, which oc- 
curred in Mallow this afternoen, was Wm. 
O’Brien, M, P., editor of the United Ireland. 
In an interview this morning 0’ Brien said: 

‘‘My object is accomplished. I have shown 
the special reporters who accompany the 
prince of Wales the true [rish view of his visit 
snd I have vindicated Ireland’s name.” 

The following despatch from Mallow is 
arother account of the affair at that place to- 
cay: 

“A large concourse of nationalists, headed by 
O'Brien, Harrington aud Deasy, members of par- 
liament, gathered at the railway station to day to 
await the arrival of the prince and princess of 
Wales. Fearing troubte, the railway officials, with 
the aid of the constables, ejected the nationalists 
from the station, The latter complained that un- 
due force was used by the ejectors. Upon the ar- 
rival of the prince and princess they were warmly 
cheered, and addresses of welcome were presented 
tothem. The attempt of the nationalists to raise 
acovuuter demonstration, rerul in a fizzle. 
When the nationalists returned to Cork, where 
mary of them live, a riot occurred, and the houses 
displaying bunting were stoned. 

THE NEWS IN CORK. 

Jobn O'Conner, member of parliament for 
Tipperary, made an inflammatory speech to- 
night at a meeting of the Irish national league 
in Cork, Heurged the men of Cork to rebel 
against the English government. 

‘Your brethren in Mallow have already done so, 
and the firat shot was fired to-day. I have just re- 
turned from Mallow, where I saw Iruhmen 
york ing with blood from bayonet wounds, O' Brien 

el) first. 

The result of this oration was a repetition at 
Cork of the riot at Mallow. The windows and 
doors of the houses which had been decorated in 
honor of the prince of Wales were smashed, and 
crowds of Irishmen roamed through the streets 
all night, cheering O’Conner, O’Brien and 
Parnell, and singing ‘‘God save Ireland.” 

O’Connor’s description of the riot at Mallow 
was greatly exaggerated. Prior to the 
arrival of the prince of Wales, num- 
bers of the crowd kicked and 
punched a lot of cocked hats, which they used 
to symbolize royalty. When the rush was 
made toward the prince it was led by O’Brien, 
memhker of parliament for Mallow. Some of 
the rabble were severely injured by the police 
while repelling the rush, Redmond, member 
of parliament for Wexford, was not peseenrs 
ac firstreported. The only members of parlia- 
ment present were O’Brien, O’Connor, and 
Harrington, member of parliament for West- 
meath, and secretary of the Irish league. 

Many were injured. It is reported that the 
police roughly handled the members of parlia- 
ment present, but§O'’Brien denies this. In the 
evening the nationalists held a meeting at 
Cork, at which several members of parliament 
denounced the attempts to stifle the national 
voice. O’Connor, member of parliament for 
Tipperary. said: 

Men of rebel Cork, we are now in open rebellion. 
The first shot was fired to-day’ ‘ 

Durivg the rioting in Cork, in the evenin 
the houses of several loyalists were wrecked. 
It is reported that the suburban police station 
at Blackpool was wrecked. 

THE SCENE AT MALLOW. 

In the Mallow riot, when Police Inspector 
Carrs ordered the station to be cleared, the 
police used their batons on the crowd freely, 
driving them over the walls to the waste 
ground beyond. O’Brien appealed to the di- 
rector of the railway, stating that he hada 
return ticket to Cork. ‘The Fission refused to 
allow him to remain in the station, as there was 
no train for Cork tor an hour and a half, 
Megistrate Butler has now arrived, but has 
refused to accede to Inspector Carr’s request to 
cause the arrest of the ringleaders of tie par- 
ty. The police commenced a fresh assauit, 
and aided by the armed military, drove the 
nationalists some distance, and held them at 
bay until theroyal visitors arrived and de- 
parted for Lord Listowell’s residence, where 
they are staying as guests. 
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A MAD LORD MAYOR. 


The Chief Magistrate ef Dublia in a Tuow- 
ering Rage, 

Dusuin, April 13.—A scene of great excite- 
ment attended the departure of the prince and 
princess of Wales to-day for south Ire, 
land. On their route to King’s 
Bridge railway station they passed the Dublin 
city hall. An immense crowd assembled about 
the building to witness the departure of the 
royal visitors. Lord Mayor John O’Conner 
happened to drive past the city hall a few 
minutes before the visitors appeared. The 
crowd recognized bim and hissed him sav- 
egely. O’Copner at this flew into a violent 
passion. His display only made his 
enemies more demonstrative in their derisive 
greeting. The lord mayor, unable to with- 
stand the storm, stopped his carriage and 
mounting the city hall steps called fer cheers 
for Parnell. The response was not great, and 
did not indicate that O’Conner had any great 
number of sympathizers in the assembiage, 
Hethen addressed the gathering, and told 
them they would be sorry for having hissed 
him. He said he would telegraph Parnell at 
Cork and at Mallow an aceount of what had 
oceurred in Dublin, and they would see what 
the result would be. Soon after this the 
prince and princess of Wales were driven past 
the city hall on their way to the railway sta- 
tion. They were greeted with tumultuous 
and prolopged cheering. 

HE WAS NOT INVITED.

The devotion of Georgia farmers ; to .the 
cause which they believed to be just was a 
wonderful thing.

overnment, and after submitting to this bur- 
ensome taxation they went further and gave 
tithes of their crops] and of their flocks and 
herds. My grandfather had a field set apart 
for the purpose of aiding the government. We

The wife who received a cheering 
letter from her husband refrained from a loud 
manifestation of herjoyin the presence of 
the widowed mother who bowed her head in 
anguish as she hurriedly glanced over the list 
of killed and wounded and saw the name of 
her onjy s0n eurolled there. Poor heart! What 
she had most wished for was news from her 
boy and she had not been disappointed. What 
she had most dreaded was to tind his name in 
that fatal column, and her fears bad been raal- 
ized. Who could enjoy a pleasure in the pres- 
ence of such withering grie!! 

Newspaper extras were passed from hand to 
hand until worn out. One read the news and 
then carried it to some neighbor who was 
probably a greater sufferer than himself. While 
the neighbor's son had been killed, his own 
was only reported “missing.”’ Alas! many of 
those missing ones were never heard of more. 
One good old lady, whom I knew, watched 
day by day, and inquired of every stranger 
she met, for fifteen years, and never was her 


poor old heart relieved by one word of news 


irom her missing boy. 

Once or twice we heard the report of the ar- 
tillery, and: 1’Jl tell you it created a small pan- 
ic away off in those backwoods. One old lade 
who had refugeed from the coast wasa little 
cranky ou that point.

Thirty-three popular names are enabled on 
Georgia’s list of grapes. The once famous 
Catawba is no longer found on it. Jn the first 
two years ot its introduction the promise of 
that particular grape made an era in fruit cul- 
ture in the south. Hundreds of acres of land 
were trenched two feet deep for vineyards of 
the Catawba, and the reports of the crops were 
flatly denied by Mr. Longworth as impossible, 
who et that day wae the leading authority on 
Catawba cultivation. 

Bingle canes with forty pounds of perfect 
grapes bave been exhibited at the state tair, 
and the hopes and expectations of the friends 
ofthe Catawba were excited to the highest 
point. But, strange to say, ina short season 
the 2011 of Georgia had no hospitable spot leit 
for its growth and every vineyard in the state 
wes pitilesely extirpated. Now, however, it 
has been discovered that the table lands of our 
mountains will grow this particular grape to 
perfection, and we way expect to see a new 
reign given to this almost peerleas fruit. 

he Concord grape, like the Bartlett pear, 
has secured a popularity in Georgia which has 
mede it ubiquitous and also conspicuously the 
choice of the milion. 

The Delaware, at the present, heads the list 
as our most merchantabie and valuable table 
grape. How long this lead will be maintain- 
ed cannot be predicted with any degree of as- 
surance, a8 new and taking varieties are con- 
stantly offered to experimenters.

are coming into most favorable notice and for- 
midable competition with the old favorites 
mentioned above. A good, sound and most 
palatable wine can be had everyday domestic 
use from a mixture of Clinton, Coacord and 
Hartford must.

The highest latitude for 
this grape is the state of North Carolina, aud 
we believe the more temperate localities there 
are required for its full maturity. But from 
the mountains in Georgia to her sea coast line 
this grape is brought to perfection. Like as- 
paregus, however, it seems to delight most in 
the salt air ofour sea-coast lands. This grape 
is “sui generis,’’ itsclass, as all know, is the 
Rotundifolia, bears transportation well, makes 
several distinct types of wine, all highly per- 
fumed and of delicious bouquet, and a brandy 
of unequal excellence. If-we were to be re- 
stricted to a single vine, it is likely the Scup- 
pernopng would receive a larger yote for a sur- 
vivorship than any other single name in the 
catalogue of favorite grapes. It is a most 
reasonable thing to expect in the not remote 
future, thet an important and lucrative in- 
dustry will grow out. of the production and 
handling of this very noted and striking type 
of the grape family. 

Without toa much minuteness of detail in 
speaking of the adeptedness of soils and cli- 
mate as regards grape culture in Georgia, it 
may be said with great confidence in the facts 
as experience has recorded them, that no state 
in the union is better provided in natural con- 
ditions for a successful growing and manvyfac- 
ture of the grape than Georgia, and in some

notably, advantages are at command which 
make these localities exceptionally fitted for 
the business. In the middle portion ofthe 
state, hewever, for a district included in one 
and a half ortwodegrees of latitude, is the 
coming great vineyard industr 
Theimpuse tending to this result is now strong 
and well established, and one thing only is 
wanting to it to accelerate the consummation 
to be wished. The small producer should be 
left to the single effort of raising perfect fruit. 
It is doubtful if harvesting itgelf should be the 
business of this man, but after the vintage is 
made, the time, manner and labor of gathering 
should be the business of the manufacturer or 
shipper. The expense of machinery, build- 
ings and cellers, as well as the costliness of the 
skill needful to the production of good wine, 
place it out of the power of the ordinary vinb- 
ner to reach encouraging - success. Organized 
capital will be required to bring grape culture 
to that degree of development and permanence 
that will enroll it among the great material 
interests of the state and the south. One large 
establishment that would purchase and manu- 
facture the fruit of a wide seope of country 
would give such encouragement to the small 
growers of grapes as would make this culture 
among the most delightful and profitable 
known.

It baa been a curious 
fact that while thir fruit, haviog sucha fixad 
pisce and lerge ‘value -in commerce, was of 
fuch easy and sure culture, no available 
method of curing it has as yet been introduced. 
The re seems to be no sort of difficulty in real- 
izing immense crops of figs in all the soutbern 
portion of Georgia; and the quality of the fruit 
is probably as good as we import from 
Smyrna. But to prepare the fig as we fiad it 
in the r éerket, In drums and box packages, 
has exceeded our skill and the surplus of the 
crop aiter family use and the dirtribution to 
pouliry and stock, brings no reveuue. This 
cannot continue; the loss is too great and the 
solution of the hidden mystery, why figs will 
sour in drying, must be achieved. When it is, 
and large crops can be putonthe market io 
merchantable condition, many thousands will 
be. added to the resources of that part of our 
population whose location enables them to pro- 
duce this fruit. 

In concluding what we have to say on “fruit 
raising in Georgia,” the sweet and gour orange 
Must not be overlooked. 

The sweet orange, and of finest size and 
flavor, may be easily raised for family use ir 
any ofthe lower counties inthe state and in 
paying quantity on any of the sea islands on 
the coast. Groves of the sour orange auywhere 
in the same localities are found, and for the 
msnufacture of preserves and a delicious des- 
sert of wine, very similar to the famous 
Chateau Y’quem; this fruit will no doubt 
prove to be greatly more profitable than many 
of a more pretentious sort. 

The outlopix for the fruit-raiser in Georgia is 
most fatterhiig. By consulting the last census 
it will be seen that while fruit production has 
signally declined in some ofthe old states 
noted for their largecrops, in the south, on the 
other hand, the yields have largely increased. 
We are sanguine that we will see in a very 
few years our production of fruit in Georgia 
greatly augmented, and our present very 
moderate annual orchard valuation of three- 
quarters of a million dollars carried ta a figure 
that will attract wide attention. 

The impulee towards this result has been 
extensively felt, and we have orchards in 
Georgia of 70,000 peach trees, pear orchards 
o1 5,000 trees, and vineyards of 10,000 vings. 
Let us have the aid and encouragement that 
large preserving and canning and wine 
making establishments wouldsgurely supply to 
this great and pleasing interest of fruit grow- 
ing, and in one decade we might reasonadly 
expect to see the annual profits for the state 
counted by millions.

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FRANCE AND CHINA, 

It is freely staied that assoon as China is- 
sues a decree recognizing the Tientsin treaty 
and orders her troops in Tonquin to fall back 
to her southern provinces, France will raise 
the blockade of Formosa and Pakkoi and 
stop her miliiary operations. It will take 
some time to send orders to the Cainese 
commancers in Tonquin; but itis reasona- 
bly certain that the war is over, more than 
all else because neither side has anything t> 
gain by its continuance, China’s recent vic- 
tory at Lang-son satisfies the pride of her 
people, and really raises the world’s estimate 
of her defensive powers. She has fought to 

.2pme purpose, and the European nations 
‘Will think twice hereafter before they at- 
tempt to invade her populous domains. 

France is glad tosecure peace, and espec- 
ially is she gladto putanend toan expen- 
sive wer when she can gain all she originally 
wanted. This was conceded to her about one 
year ago, when, after she had won several 
victoriesin Tonquin and driven out the 
Bleck Flags, a convention was held at Tien- 
tsin, Captain Fournier representing France 
and Li Jiang Chang the Chinese. Tnis treaty 
was plilly ratified at Pekin, and in express 
terns China thereby agreed to surrender her 
claim of sovereignty over Tonquin, to respect 
all treaties between France and Annam, to 
open her southern provinces as far as~- Yun- 
nan and hwang-si to trade, to hand over to 
France the town of Lang-son with all its for- 
tifications, and to withdraw ali of its garri- 
eons from Tonquin. I'rance agreed to respect 
the boundary between Caina and Tonguin, 
to put no obstacles in the way of a treaty of 
trade between China and Annam, and to de- 
mand no indemnity from Chinaon account 
of the war. 

Both nations accepted the treaty in appar- 
ently good faith, and the French were pre 
paring to sail for bome, wien an incident 
occurred that upset the treaty of Tientsin and 
brought on hostilities again.’ A hasty and 
injudicious Frénch cfticer had charge ofa 
small command with orders to occupy Laag- 
son in accordance with the treaty of Tientsin. 
He met on the way to Lang son a little post 
held by the Chinese, the commander of 
whom had not heard of the treaty. He, 
therefore, refused to let the French pass, and 
the French commander endeavored to go by 
without permission. The Chinese commander 

~~ for time to get instructions, and when 
the request was refused he got ready for bat- 
tle, and the Frerich were thoroughly beaten.- 
France therefore repudiated the Tientsin 
treaty, demanded an immense indemnity, 
and hurried reinforcements to China, She 
bombarded Kelung, Formosa, Foochow and 
the Min forts, butehe did not succeed in 
alarming China or in inilicting any serious 
injury upon her coast. Ia Tonqnin her 
forces met with varying success until they 
were repulsed by superior numbers at Lang- 
son. This defeat le’ to the dovafall of the 
Ferry ministry: atic io the surprise of the 
World to reneweu seceptance on the part of 
China of the Tientsin treaty. France is glad 
to forego aii indemnity if she can be relieved 
of further loss on account of fever-breeding 
Tonquin, and China is willing to stop jast 
when sbe can in proclamations to her own 
people claim to haye vanquished her antaz- 
onist. 


BALTIMORE AND THE NEW FAST MAIL, 
We observe that the Baltimore Sun, and 
such coadjutors es it can command, continue 
te urge the postmaster general toabolish the 
fast mail which the Richmond and Danville 
read has recently put in Operation. The 
plea is thet under the operations of the new 
schedule the Baltimore mail is allowed to lie 
over in Washington until it is caught by the 
New York mail, and that this is unfair to the 
community of Baltimore. 

Thisis very important, as a “matter of 
 ourse; but we have no doubt that the dam- 
_ Sgeinflicted on Baltimore and Baltimore's 
Interests bes been greatly exeggerated. We 
_ have no doubt, in fact, that the real griev-

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come south from Washington with the B»1- 
timore Sun. But let us suppose that the fast 
mail schedule as it now exists is not as favor- 
able to Baltimore as the old echedule was— 
let us admit that Baltimore has a genuine 
grievance. The question that naturally arises, 
is the grievance of one city large enough to 
outweigh the benefits and advantages that 
the people of six or seven states derive from 
the fast mail? 

Let it be borne in mind, in the first place, 
that this new arrangement to expedite the 
government mails is for the most part the 
resylt of private enterprise—the outcome of 
thé vigorous methods and management of 
General Manager A. L. Rives, of the Rich- 
mondand Danville company. Heretofore, 
when a fast mail was to be putin operation, 
it bas been necessary tosubsidize the rail- 
rosds by paying theman extra allowance. 
The Baltimore Sun itself, which is protesting 
with unparalleled energy against the new:fast 
mail, takes pains to give the public a brief 
history of the cost of fast mails. The figures 
are interesting and pat to our purpose. The 
total appropriations for the fast mail service 
were, in 1882, $600,000, from which it will be 
seen that it has heretofore cost the govern- 
ment a gocd round eum to put a fast mail in 
operation. 

Now the point we desire to make just bere 
is, tbat the new fast mail, against which the 
Baltimore Sun and its coadjutors are pro- 
testing, costs the government notuing. It is 
a part of the enterprise of the Richmond and 
Danville system and the connecting roads. 
As we understand it, the posioffice depart- 
ment bas not been esked for onecent of extra 
allowance on account ot the new fast mail. 
And yet Baltimore is bringing a tremendous 
pressure to bear on the postmaster general to 
abolish a schedu'e which gives to the 
business communiiies of at least six states 
facilities to which they sre entitled by rea- 
son of their importance and which they 
ought to have had long ago. 

Now that they are epjéying the benefits 
and advantages of a fast mail service, without 


| extra cost to the government, we submit 


that it is absurd for Baltimore to expect the 
posioflice department to interfere in any 
wsy with tte arrangement. It ought to be 
well understocd in Washington that the new 
fast mail will not materially injure the 
business interests of Baltimore, but even if 
it were otherwise—even stpposing that there 
isno exaggeration in the protests that have 
gone from Baltimore, we fail to see how the 
postmaster-general can consistently take any 
action calctilated to interfere with the larger 
interests which the fast mail subserves. He 
is the postmaster-genera’, not of Baltimore, 
but of the wLole country, and his position as 
such will compel him to remember that the 
new fast m:*' is of inestimable ‘advantage to 
ihe people of a large part of Virginia, 
North Care sa, South Carolina and Georgia; 
and that 1 e mails for the whole state of 
Alabama a.d the whole state of Mississippi 
sre carried ‘by this schedule. 

The Baltimore San declares thatthe new 
fast mail has been put in operation for the 
benefit of the rorthern and eastern cities, 
but this narrow view cannot be taken by the 
postofiice depariment and by the southern 
railroad cfiicials. The interests of the people 
of at least six states are subserved by it, as 
wellasthe business and commercial inter- 
ests of communities which, in the aggregate, 
are of far mere importance than those of 
Baltimore.

THE CENSUS EXPERIMENT. 

On the first of the present month the ex- 
perts and clerks who have been engaged in 
arranging and tabulating the immense mass 
of valuable statistics accumulated by the 
census takers in 1880, ceased their labors. It 
is doubtiul whether the work is as complete 
as could be wished, especially in some depart- 
ments, but work has been suspended, 

This work has been going on incessantly 
for the past five years, and the result of it all 
has cemonstrated the fact that the plan on 
which the census of 1880 was taken is far too 
elaborate to be valuable. A great deal of 
the information gathered was immaterial in- 
formation and the work has therefore been 
unwieldy and prectically unimportant. It 
hes been a costly work, too, but not too 
costly if the experiment shall be the means 
of simplitying the census of 1890. 

It is unnecessary to say that many of the 
special reports issued from the census bureau 
have been of great vaiuie, but the value of 
others hes been of too Special a character to 
warrant the time andj labor expended on 
them. The experimen# undertaken by those 
who had the census of! 1880in hand was a 
very ambitious one, and though the resul: 
hes not been such as tp justify pnblic ex- 
pectation, yet enough) was done to show 
what may be cone undéra less elaborate and 
more practica! plan. 

Without doubt the plan of the census of 
1890 will be materially modified and simpli- 
fied. The many difficulties that have been 
met with in the last census will be avoided, 
and only information of a practical character 
will be compiled. Thus, while the experi- 
ments attending the ¢ensus of 1880 were 
costly ones, they will be the means of making 
the census of 1800 the most complete in all 
respects that has ever) been taken. Much 
that is purely technicaljand special will be 
cropped, and the whole|census will probably 
be completed within half the time it has 
taken to complete the census of 1889, 

Spesiailp detiecaacecieaconce 
WAR AND, WHEAT. 

The prospects for an average crop of 
winter wheatare not good. The department of 
agriculture furnishes réturns that point to a 
less of 40,000,000 bushels on account of a re- 
duction in acreage, and to a further loss of 
60,000,000 bushels on account of damage re- 
sulting from an unusually severe winter. 
Some of the growing crop has been killed 
and much more reduced to a condition, of 
low vitality. A favorable season at St 
may alter the outlook to some extent, but 
altogether the chances are that the crop will 
be considerably below the great crop of last 
year. 

We will send across the water this year 
about 150,000,000 {bushels. Russia ‘stands 
next in the list of wheat-ex porting countries 
her annual contribution|to the food supply 
of western Europe ranging from 30,000,000 
to 100,000,000 bushels, India is third in the 
list. Itisof course altagether too early to 
say that either Russia or| Iadia will be com- - 
pletely isolated. Russ na wheat will in any 
event be carried by rail to Germany, Austria 
and Hungary. and te roris of India qill of 
course remain open. Bat no Russian wheat 
will be carriea to Ecgland and very little, it 
any, to France, and the crop of India will! 
be needed at home in case of a stubbora and 
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therefore look to this country for any defi- 
ciencies in their supplies of wheat; andt-f we 
haveless than an average crop, a8 now seems 
most probable, the price of wheat may next 
December be double the present price. We 
do not say this to induce speculation, but to 
induce those of our readers who have land 
that will produce corn or other food crops to 
consider the situation and act upto their 
judgment.” Cotton will bring a low price if 
Europe is disturbed by a great war, while all 
meais and breadstuffs will be in active de- 
mand at high prices. The farmers of the 
south, whose crops are not pitched, should 
teke the fullest pessible advantage of the

A TRESTLE BURNED. 


A SPARK’S EXPENSIVE DOINGS ON 
THE AIR LINE. 


Other Railroad Matters of Int rest—The Paymas‘ter 
of the Richmond and Danville Turos sogar 
Loose—The Melon Crop-Nct«s and 
Minor Mention-—Hailroad Goesip. 


Yesterday morning about ten o'clock the 
trestle on the Air-wine railroad » over Peach- 
tree creek, was seen to be on fire. The flames 
had gotten a strong hold on the bridge and 
trestle and before the fire could be checked 
the trestle was half destroyed and the span 
over the creek was gone. The loss will reach 
five thousand dollars and the break will not be 
passable until Thursday. The origin of the 
fireis not known. It is belieyed to have 
caught from a passing engine, possibly from 
the Belle. There is some doubt as to who dis- 
covered the fire. A negro wood chopper says 
he was the first man to see it and that he ran 
through the fire, across the bridge and to the 
Belt road junction and gave the alarm. The 
track hands endeavored to extinguish it but it 
had a good hold about midway the boxing of 
the bridge and they could do nothing with it. 
The news of the fire was then telegraphed in 
and the road officials called on the city for 
aid. Chief Ryan and a squad 
of-firemen from No.l. ran a reel and engine 
to the Air Line depot where a special engine 


, and two cars were in waiting. ‘The res] and 


engine were quick]y put onthe cars and the 
train ran to Peachtree creek, a distance of six 
miles in about seven minutes. Oa arriving at 
the scene of the fire it was found thatthe en- 
gine could not be used, Chief Ryan organ- 
ized @ line of buckets and succeeded in arrest- 
ing the fire. The short piece of trestle on the 
side next to Atlanta was burned, with the 
bridge span and a considerable portion of the 
trestie on the opposite side of the creek. The 
trestle is four hundred feet long and about 
balfofit is burned away. The track was 
about fifty feet above the water. While the 
work of fighting the fire was going on tele- 
grains were sent tothe trains that were ap- 
proaching the scene of the disaster. The fast 
mail arrived at the place on time. In the 
mean time a temporary bridge had been 
thrown across the creek and the mail, bag- 
gage and passengers were transferred to a 
train in waiting on the Atlanta side. The 
train reached Atlanta at three o’clock. The 
Air-Line Belle did not go out yesterday even- 
ing but the other passenger trains left on 
time, and until the trestle is repaired the 
transfers will continue to be madeat the 
creek. No freight trains will be run until the 
two ends are connected. Chief Ryan’s party 
of fremen gof back to the city at tour o’clock. 
The following firemen were along: Chief 
Ryan, W. B. Allen, David Husketh, M. R. 
Murray, W. B. Walker, James Carter, J. R.

THE CHICAGO MARESET. 


Weatures of the Speculative Movemens is 
Grain and Produce, 
By telegraph to The Constitution. 

CHICAGQ, April 13-The day in Chicago wis 
characterized like the closing ones of last week by 
beavy transactions and the highest prices known 
to the trade for nearly a year. Early news from 
London was considered very ominous of war, 
which view appeared to be reflected in opening 
quotations for English consuls. The wheat market 
opened fully 2 cents over Saturday and rose 
@S%, additionals tremendeus amounts bejng 
bought and sold atan advance. With a stiffening 
of the consuls there was a reaction of 134 per cent. 
But tbe final closing of the day was within 74@! 
per cent of the best prices paid during the session. 
There were scenesof{ great confusion aad excite- 
ment during the session, prices fluctuating rapidly 
and the market being entirely under the influence 
of the news Coming from the British capital as 
affecting the likelihood of war. The speculative 
business im corm was large and at the opening 
prices covered a range of 1! percent. Prices ad- 
vaneed rapidly, and moving up 2% perceit then 
declined'3%% and closed 1 per cent over Saturday. 
Oats opened very strong, 154@1%4 over Saturday, 
but nearly all the advance was subzequently lost, 
rallied and closed about °4 por cent higher. Pro- 
visions opened higher, but did not respond to the 
geueral advance, and closed about the same as 
Saturday. 


The British Grain Trade. 

Lonpon, April 13.—The weekly review of the 
Mark Lane Express in its weekly review of the 
British grain trade says: A slight rainfall has 
brought spripz grain well forward. The immi- 
pence of war between England and Bussia has 
caused native wheat to advance 3@5 shillings. Tae 


actual bitsiness done has been very small. Sales 
of English wheat during the past 
Week were 42,809 quarters at 83s, 3d. 


against 47,770 quarters at 37s.and 9d.during the cor- 
responding week last year. It is believed that from 
three-fourths to four-fifths of the English wheat 
crop of 1881 has been marketed and that millers 
hold but little stock. These conditions, together 
with the smal! reserves of foreign wheat, and the 


fact that half of the 5,000,000 quarters of 
fareign breadstu ffs on passage are 
from two to four months old 


would warrant the belief that the position is suffi- 
ciently elastic to bring about an advance of twen- 
ty shillings per quarter within a week, should 
war be declared. Values are so low that there is 
plenty of room forsuch an advance without makiag 
wheatdear. How long such an adyance would 
be maintained would depend upon the action of 
American speculators during the next two 
months. At present trade isexperiencing an ex- 
treme tension which deters both buyers and 
sellers from operating. Foreign trade is greatly 
excited on account of war rumors. The off 
coast market isin astate of suspense. Ten Car- 
goes arrived; six were sold, five were withdrawn, 
and eleven remained, including six of California. 
About nine sailing vessels with cargoes are due. 
To day in absence of definite news 
regarding the probabilities ¢ of war the 
tension of the market is extreme. English and 
icreign wheats since Easter have advanced fully 
4 shillings. Flour to-day was very firm. American 
corn sold at 24 shillings ex ship, an advauce of 1 
and 6.

Commissioners Keqnested to Resign, 


Several times during the recent term of the 
United States circuit and district courts in At- 
Jenta Judge Boarman referred in the most em- 
phatic manner tothg number of unjust and 
frivolous cases which were brought to bis ju- 
risdiction. In some of these instances it ap- 
| seca that great injury and humiliation had 

en brought upon innocent men and the 
machinery of the court used oppressively. 
Cireuit Judge Pardee, after a full 
consultation with District 
Hill, _ determined io ° look into 
the condition of affairs which could crowd the 
dockets with useless and unjust prosecutions. 
As a result of their investigations they found 
that the United States commissioners courts in 
this city were mansged in a way that demanded 
reform. There were three commissioners in

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AN INTERESTING CASE, 


Involving Scme New Points as to the Liabil- 
ity of a Railroad. 

The suit of E. H. Letchworth against the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking company, now 
pending in the city court, involves some nice 
and novel points. 


The plaintiff, in his declaration, sets 
forth that on the night of September 21, 
1852, he was passisg along Butier 
street and went through the culvert 


where the street passes under the railroad, and 
that while under the railroad he tell in a hole 
which had been washed out by the pouring of 
water from the track above. He avers that 
his spine was injured, that two of his ribs were 
broken, and that in consequence of his injuries 


he had peritonitis. Soon after the acci- 
dent Letchworth brought a suit for 
$10,000 damages against the 


Georgia railroad end asimilar suit against the 
city. It wes egreed between his counsel and 
the tity attorney that the suit against the rail- 
roed should be tried first. It was tried in the 
city court, before Judge Richard H. Ciark, the 
then judge and s verdict was rendered lor the 
defendant. Leichworth’s counsel moved fora 
new trial which was granted 
by <rdge Olerk. The counsel for the 
road appealed to the supreme court,which sus- 
tained the court below in —t new trial. 

Yesterdsy the case came up before Judge 
Mershel! J. Clarke. Letchworth is repre- 
sented by Lewis Thomas snd Judge J. D. Cun- 
ningham. The railroad is represented by 
Hiliyer & Bro, of Atlanta, and Hon. J. B. 
Cumming, of Augusta. A motion 
made to non-suif, but was 
overruled by Judge Clarke. The 
case wes then opened on its merits and 
will probably occupy the court throughont the 
day. Thesuit is brought under the section of 
the code which compels railroads to keep the 
crossings of public highways in good condition. 
The road has ceveral points in its answer. It 
contends that the section does not apply to 
highways that pass under railroads, 
as is the case with Butler street. 
It is also answered that the fall ot the water 
on the street, which is alleged to have caused 
the hole into which Letchworth fell, is the 
natural course of the water from the passenger 
depot, and-was such before the street was cut 
under the road. The counsel for the road say 
Letchworth was afflicted before he 
fell into the hole, and, finally, they 


eentend that if anybody is due him damages 


it is the city, and not the road. The case may 
settle more definitely the relations of railroads 
in this state to highways that pess under and 
not above them. It will be stubbornly con- 
tested by both parties. 


GEORGIA’S NEW BONDS. 


Treasurer Haroeman’s Return from New 
York ---Bids to be Opened To-morrow. 


At the last session of the legislature an act 
was reported by the finance committee of the 
house, and became a law, to authorize the is- 
sue of bonds of the state to pay off that portion 
of the public debt falling due in 1885 and 1555. 
The act authorizes the governor to issue 
negotiable bonds of the state to the amount of 
$3,455,135. It leaves it in the discretion of the 
governor to fix the time ofthe issue and ne- 
gotiation of the bonds and aiso to determine 
their denominations. They are to be non tax~ 
able by the state. The rate of interest is not 
fixed but is limited to five per cent. The bonds 
are to run for thirty years and are to be paya- 
ble principal and interest eat the state treasury, 
and at such place in New York as the gover- 
nor may designate. The bonds shall not be 
sold for less than par. The act also authorizes 
the governor to advertise for bids for any por- 
tion or all of said bond-, and the lowest rate 
ef interest at which the bidder will take 
them, but - he may reject all 
bids and adopt any other method 
of sale’ and negotiation that he may think 
proper. Under this act the governor has ad- 
vertised in all the great cities of the country 
for bids for part or all the issue. State Treas- 
urer Hardeman has recently been to New York 
to see what the prospect is ter an advanta- 
geous disposition of the bonds. He returned 
yesterday and is confident that the bids 
will demonstrate the high appreciation ot the 
state’s credit. Considerable competition 1s ex- 
pected and offers to take the entire issue at a 
very low rate are looked for. The bids will be 
opened in the office of the state treasurer to- 
morrow at neon, The governor will then 
consider them carefully and determine wheth- 
er any of them shall be accepted,

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A COP ON THE MASH. 


POLICEMAN NOLAN TRIED FOR A 
TOO MUCH VISITING. 


He is up Before the Police Boerd and Somes Intere 
esting Testimony Comen Out-Officer West 
Gets Involved—What he has to Say in 
bis Own Behalf—Other Matters. 


A rere case full of sensational developments 
wes heard before the board of police commis- 
sioners yesterday afternoon. 

The board met in regular session at four 
o’clock and Commissioners Stephens, English, 
Goldemith, Jones and Fox were present, 

D. P. Nolan, a reguler meniber of the force, 
Wes arraigned upon the charge of neglect ot 
duty. The charges wereread. It was alleged 
that the patrolmen left his beat on the night 
of the third instant and entered Mrs. A. J. 
Powell’s residence, on Thompson street, 
where he remeined two hours and ten minutes, 
The patrolman entered a plea of not guilty. 


Mrs. Powell resides on Thompson street near 
Hunier. She is a woman past the meridian of 
life. She is the mother of e sixteen year old 
deughter who lives with her. 

Mrs. Powell was first placed in the witness 
box. She aseerted that on the night of the third 
Patrolmon Nolan came to her house about 
nine o'clock, but that C. W. Treadwell was 
there and that Nolan went away saying that 
he would come fagain. He then returned about 
ten o’clock, and going in sat down and re- 
mained until tenminutes after twelve. 

“What was patrolman Nolan’s business at 
your house?’’ esked Gommissioner English. 

“Ob, he hed no particular business,” was 
the answer, as Mrs. Powell’s face flushed. 

‘‘Been there before, hadn’t he?” 

‘Yes, sir.” . 

“What was his business then?” 

“T} don’t know. He was ona friendly call, 
I guess,” said Mrs. Powell, considerably em- 
berrassed. 

‘“‘Any other policemen ever called on you?” 

“Yer—some,”’ was the enswer, with great 
reluctance, 

“Who?” 

‘IT can’t remember.’’ 

‘‘Was Mr. Gloer ever at your house?” 

Yea, sir.” 

“What did he want?’ 

‘“‘! don’t know.’”’ 

“Was Mr. West ever there?” 

“Yee, sir,” 

“l\now what he wanted?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Was Captain Moon, Chief Connolly, or 
Ceptain Crim ever there? Tell us some one 
who was there.”’ 

‘Captain Moon and Chief Connolly have 
been there, but they both came to see about 
this charge against Mr. Nolan. Now, I have 
told you the truth; that’s what you asked for. 
I did not report this case, and I want Mr. 
Nolan to know it.” 

The cross examination to which Mrs. 
Powell was subjected elicited statements 
which caused a genuine sensation. She declared 
that on ‘the Thursday night following the 3d 
of April Mounted Officer West and Horace 
Owens came to ber house. Owens told her 
that Weet was a railroad man, but she knew 
better. Owens then declared that West had 
him under errest and that Nolan had caused 
the srrest. Owens then asked Mrs. Powell to 
tell West about Nolan remaining at her house 
two hours on the night of the 
3d. He said that if West 
knew all about that that he would see that 
Nolan had no right to have Owens arrested. 
West showed his club and listened to Mrs. 
Powell’s recital. Mrs. Powell stated that she 
thought the case was brought about by malice 
entertained by West and Owens for Nolan. 

Miss Poweli’s statement was similar to 
mother’s. 

Patrolman Nolan proved that he was not at 
Mrs. Powell’s at the time desiguated in the 
charge. He stated that Owens had 
said that he wanted a place on the 
police force, and that he would get Nolan dis- 
charged and gecure his place. He also said 
that Mounted Officer West had a grudge 
against him, and had combined with Uwens to 
get him into trouble. Patrolman Nolan made 
this etatement in the shape of acharge against 
the mounted officer. 

The board voted 
guilty.

get Nolan into trouble?” asked the scribe. 

‘Well, I’m glad you have asked me that 
question,” said Officer West, ‘I have just got 
to the city. I was not here when the trial 
took place, or I would have been on hand. I 
have heard what Mrs. Powell and her 
daughter and Mr, Nolan said, and I assert 
most positively that there is not one word of 
trute in it.” 

‘You did not go there, then, to investigate 
the Nolan neglect of duty, and you did not 
pretend to have Owens under arrest?” 

“No I did notandapy one who says s0— 
wel] don’t tell the truth. Now, this is the 
story and I’ll swear toit. On Thursday night 
Mr. Owens told me that. Nolan had been to 
Mrs. Powell for three hours. I paid no atten- 
tion;to it. I was off duty and Mr. Owens and 
I went upto the Dixie saloon for a glass of 
beer. Then I never thought of going to Mrs. 
Powell’s. After we drank our beer Owens 
said: ‘Now come with me and I’ll prove what 
J said about Nolan.’ We 
went to the fence, Mrs. 
Powell came out. She thought I was a rail- 
roader, and she told Owens that Nolan had 
been there. Nothing was said about Owens 
being under arrest, and I’ll swearto it. We 
did not stay lopg. I did report the case to 
Mr. Jones... We never entered the house. Mr. 
Owens did nearly all the talking, and I am 
satisfied with what I did. Mr. Owens asked 
Mrs. Powell to tell about Nolan being there, 
and shetold it. J emphatically deny haviog

Preparing to Go tothe Mexican Mission in 
May---Epgaging Quarters. 

General Henry R. Jackson, of Savanngh, 
the new minister to Mexico, arrived in Atlan- 
ta Sunday and is the guest of his son, Mr. 
Howell Jackson, at his Peachtree street resi- 
dence. Since the discussion of the eligibility 
of General A. R. Lawton, who, by the way, 
was General Jackson’s former law partner, for 
the Russian mission some reference has been 
made of the fact that General Jackson may 
stand in an attitude similar to that occupied 
by General Lawton, as General Jackson was 
minister to Austria before the war; afterwards 
engaged in the confederate service; and has 
bed no special act of congress removing his 
disabilities. 

Yesterday a ConstiruTIoN representative 
calledgon General Jackson and asked him if 
he had seen these allusions to himself. He 
said he had not. When he was informed as to 
what was said concerning the question of his 
eligibility General Jackson said: “I do not 
care to speak on the matter atall. Ishall pay 
no attention to the inquiry you refer to.”

“T expect to go about the middle of May. I 
have a cablegram giving me the refusal until 
that time of the house now occupied by the 
American minister, Mr. Morgan. I want to 
reach the capital by the middle of May and to 
secure @ desirable place of residence there.” 

‘‘Have you been commissioned yet?” 

‘‘No, sir, I°will not be commissioned until I 
em ready to start for Mexico. The salary of 
a minister begins from the date of his com- 
mission, and I want to go immediately to my 
ost of duty. Ishall go to Washington early 
in May and then will be sworn in at 
the state department, will receive my 
cCmmission and start directly for the City of 
Mexico.”

Qnopening the trunk if was found 
that the bead of the man was severed from 
bis bedy, and written on a paper imside the 
trunk were the words, “So perish ell traitors 
Yo the great cause,” The trunk and its con- 
fents were taken to the morgue.
